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FOREWORD 


The  Junior-Senior  High  School  Handbook  is  published  by  Alberta  Education 
and  is  intended  to  serve  the  following  purposes: 

(1)  To  provide  information  to  school  administrators,  teachers  and  other 
interested  readers  relative  to  the  organization  and  operation  of  the 
secondary  school. 

(2)  To  communicate  guidelines  that  have  proven  to  be  useful  in 
organizing  and  operating  secondary  schools. 

(3)  To  inform  persons  who  have  administrative  responsibility  within 
school   systems   of  various   regulations   or  other   requirements 

specified  by  Alberta  Education.    These  items  are  identified  by  a  symbol 
I    in  the  left-hand  margin. 
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THE  GOALS  OF  BASIC  EDUCATION 
FOR  ALBERTA 

INTRODUCTION 

Goals  are  statements  which  indicate  what  is  to  be  achieved  or  worked  toward. 
In  relation  to  basic  education,  goals  serve  several  functions: 

(1)  they  identify  the  distinctive  role  of  the  school  and  its  contribution  to  the 
total  education  of  youth 

(2)  they  provide  purpose  and  direction  to  curriculum  planning, 
implementation  and  evaluation 

(3)  they  enable  parents,  teachers  and  the  community  at  large  to  develop  a 
common  understanding  of  what  the  schools  are  trying  to  achieve. 

Society  must  periodically  re-examine  the  goals  of  its  schools.  Changes  in 
emphasis  and  minor  adjustment  of  the  basic  goals  may  be  required  from  time 
to  time  to  keep  pace  with  social  change. 

This  statement  of  goals  is  to  direct  education  for  Grades  1  through  12  in 
Alberta  schools.  It  is  the  basis  from  which  specific  objectives  for  various 
subjects  and  grades  shall  be  developed. 

While  the  school  makes  a  very  important  contribution  to  education,  it  is  only 
one  of  the  agencies  involved  in  the  education  of  youth.  The  home,  the 
church,  the  media  and  community  organizations  are  very  significant 
influences  on  children.  It  is  useful,  therefore,  to  delimit  the  role  of  schooling 
in  education.  Education  refers  to  all  the  learning  experiences  the  individual 
has  in  interacting  with  the  physical  and  social  environment;  it  is  a  continuing 
and  lifelong  process.  Schooling,  which  has  a  more  limited  purpose,  refers  to 
the  learning  activities  planned  and  conducted  by  a  formally  structured  agency 
which  influences  individuals  during  a  specified  period.  There  is,  of  course,  a 
very  close  relationship  between  schooling  and  education:  the  learning  which 
occurs  in  school  influences  and  is  influenced  by  what  is  learned  outside  the 
school. 

GOALS  OF  SCHOOLING 

Schooling,  as  part  of  education,  accepts  primary  and  distinctive  responsibility 
for  specific  goals  basic  to  the  broader  goals  of  education.  Programs  and 
activities  shall  be  planned,  taught  and  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  these  specific 
goals  in  order  that  students: 

—  Develop  competencies  in  reading,  writing,  speaking,  listening  and 
viewing. 

—  Acquire  basic  knowledge  and  develop  skills  and  attitudes  in 
mathematics,  the  practical  and  fine  arts,  the  sciences,  and  the  social 
studies  (including  history  and  geography),  with  appropriate  local, 
national  and  international  emphasis  in  each. 

—  Develop  the  learning  skills  of  finding,  organizing,  analyzing  and 
applying  information  in  a  constructive  and  objective  manner.

—  Acquire  knowledge  and  develop  skills,  attitudes  and  habits  which 
contribute  to  physical,  mental  and  social  well-being. 

—  Develop  an  understanding  of  the  meaning,  responsibilities,  and  benefits 
of  active  citizenship  at  the  local,  national  and  international  levels. 

—  Acquire  knowledge  and  develop  skills,  attitudes  and  habits  required  to 
respond  to  the  opportunities  and  expectations  of  the  world  of  work. 

Because  the  above  goals  are  highly  interrelated,  each  complementing  and 
reinforcing  the  other,  priority  ranking  among  them  is  not  suggested.  It  is 
recognized  that  in  sequencing  learning  activities  for  students  some  goals  are 
emphasized  earlier  than  others;  however,  in  relation  to  the  total  years  of 
schooling,  they  are  of  equal  importance. 

In  working  toward  the  attainment  of  its  goals,  the  school  will  strive  for 
excellence.  However,  the  degree  of  individual  achievement  also  depends  on 
student  ability  and  motivation  as  well  as  support  from  the  home.  Completion 
of  diploma  requirements  is  expected  to  provide  the  graduate  with  basic 
preparation  for  lifelong  learning.  Dependent  on  program  choices,  the  diploma 
also  enables  job  entry  or  further  formal  study. 

GOALS  OF  EDUCATION 

Achievement  of  the  broader  goals  of  education  must  be  viewed  as  a  shared 
responsibility  of  the  community.  Maximum  learning  occurs  when  the  efforts 
and  expectations  of  various  agencies  affecting  children  complement  each 
other.  Recognizing  the  learning  that  has  or  has  not  occurred  through  various 
community  influences,  among  which  the  home  is  most  important,  the  school 
will  strive  to: 

—  Develop  intellectual  curiosity  and  a  desire  for  lifelong  learning. 

—  Develop  the  ability  to  get  along  with  people  of  varying  backgrounds, 
beliefs  and  lifestyles. 

—  Develop  a  sense  of  community  responsibility  which  embraces  respect 
for  law  and  authority,  public  and  private  property,  and  the  rights  of 
others. 

—  Develop  self-discipline,  self-understanding,  and  a  positive  self- 
concept  through  realistic  appraisal  of  one's  capabilities  and  limitations. 

—  Develop  an  appreciation  for  tradition  and  the  ability  to  understand  and 
respond  to  change  as  it  occurs  in  personal  life  and  in  society. 

—  Develop  skills  for  effective  utilization  of  financial  resources  and  leisure 
time  and  for  constructive  involvement  in  community  endeavours. 

—  Develop  an  appreciation  for  the  role  of  the  family  in  society. 

—  Develop  an  interest  in  cultural  and  recreational  pursuits. 
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—  Develop  a  commitment  to  the  careful  use  of  natural  resources  and  to 
the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  physical  environment. 

—  Develop  a  sense  of  purpose  in  life  and  ethical  or  spiritual  values  which 
respect  the  worth  of  the  individual,  justice,  fair  play  and  fundamental 
rights,  responsibilities  and  freedoms. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  education  is  to  develop  the  abilities  of  individuals  in  order 
that  they  might  fulfil  their  personal  aspirations  while  making  a  positive 
contribution  to  society. 


DEVELOPING  DESIRABLE  PERSONAL 
CHARACTERISTICS 

The  following  statement  outlines  the  Government  of  Alberta's  position  with 
respect  to  the  role  that  schools  play  in  developing  desirable  personal 
characteristics  among  children  of  school  age. 

Children  inhabit  schools  for  a  significant  portion  of  their  lives.  Each  day,  in 
their  relationship  with  fellow  students,  teachers  and  other  adults  who  are  in 
the  school,  children  are  exposed  to  a  complex  combination  of  influences, 
some  deliberate  and  others  incidental.  In  Canada,  the  common  pattern  of 
attitudes  derives  from  many  cultural  sources,  religious,  ethnic  and  legal. 
Public  schools  exist  within  this  culture  and  it  is  from  this  culture  that  the 
schools'  dominant  values  emerge 

The  school,  as  the  site  of  a  child's  formal  education,  is  not  the  sole  or  even 
dominant  determiner  of  student  attitudes.  Other  important  sources  of 
influence  include  the  home,  the  church,  the  media,  and  the  community. 
Educators  alone  cannot,  and  must  not,  assume  the  responsibility  for  the 
moral,  ethical  and  spiritual  development  of  their  students.  They  do,  however, 
play  a  significant  role  in  support  of  other  institutions.  The  actions  of  teachers 
and  the  activities  which  take  place  in  schools  contribute  in  a  major  way  to  the 
formation  of  attitudes. 

Parents  and  other  groups  in  society  clearly  expect  teachers  to  encourage  the 
growth  of  certain  positive  attitudes  in  students.  These  attitudes  are  thought  of 
as  being  the  prerequisites  to  the  development  of  essential  personal 
characteristics.  For  the  guidance  of  all,  the  following  list  has  been  prepared. 
The  list  is  not  a  definitive  one,  nor  are  the  items  ranked,  but,  rather,  the  list  is 
a  compilation  of  the  more  important  attributes  which  schools  ought  to  foster. 

The  Alberta  community  lives  with  a  conviction  that  man  is  unique  and  is 
uniquely  related  to  his  world.  Generally,  but  not  universally,  this  expresses 
itself  spiritually,  through  the  belief  in  a  Supreme  Being  (e.g.,  God). 
Moral/ethical  characteristics,  intellectual  characteristics,  and  social/personal 
characteristics  must  be  treated  in  a  way  that  recognizes  this  reality  and 
respects  the  positive  contribution  of  this  belief  to  our  community.

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SECONDARY  EDUCATION  IN  ALBERTA: 
POLICY  STATEMENT 


New  directions,  goals  and  priorities  for  secondary  education  have  been 
defined  in  the  government's  policy  statement,  Secondary  Education  in 
Alberta,  released  June  1985.  This  reaffirms  the  Goals  of  Education  and  the 
Goals  of  Schooling,  establishes  redirection  for  the  secondary  education 
program  and  is  based  on  the  following  statements. 

AIM  OF  EDUCATION 

The  aim  of  education  is  to  develop  the  knowledge,  the  skills  and  the  positive 
attitudes  of  individuals,  so  that  they  will  be  self-confident,  capable  and 
committed  to  setting  goals,  making  informed  choices  and  acting  in  ways  that 
will  improve  their  own  lives  and  the  life  of  their  community. 

GOALS  OF  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

Education  should  help  students  recognize,  make,  and  act  on  good  choices. 
Within  this  broad  aim,  the  goals  of  secondary  schools  are  to  assist  students 
to: 

—  develop  the  ability  to  think  conceptually,  critically  and  creatively;  to 
acquire  and  apply  problem-solving  skills;  to  apply  principles  of  logic; 
and  to  use  different  modes  of  inquiry 

—  master  effective  language  and  communication  skills,  including  the 
ability  to  use  communications  technology 

—  acquire  basic  knowledge,  skills,  and  positive  attitudes  needed  to 
become  responsible  citizens  and  contributing  members  of  society 

—  learn  about  the  interdependent  nature  of  the  world,  through  a  study  of 
history,  geography,  and  political  and  economic  systems 

—  become  aware  of  the  expectations  of  the  workplace  —  expectations  that 
will  be  faced  as  employees  or  employers;  expectations  that  will  be 
faced  as  entrepreneurs  or  volunteers 

—  assume  increasing  responsibility  for  independent  and  continuous 
learning,  and  develop  positive  attitudes  toward  learning  while  in  school, 
in  preparation  for  self-directed,  lifelong  educational  experiences 

—  learn  about  themselves  and  develop  positive,  realistic  self-images 

—  develop  constructive  relationships  with  others  based  on  respect,  trust, 
co-operation,  consideration,  and  caring  as  one  aspect  of  moral  and 
ethical  behaviour 

—  develop  cultural  and  recreational  interests  and  realize  personal 
aspirations. 
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ROLE  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

The  primary  role  of  the  junior  high  school  is  to  continue  and  extend  the  work 
of  the  elementary  school.  In  doing  so,  adjustments  must  be  made  to 
educational  programs  and  to  school  organizations  to  reflect  the  wide  range  of 
levels  of  intellectual,  emotional,  ethical,  physical  and  social  maturity  of  junior 
high  school  students.  Junior  high  school  is  a  critical  schooling  period. 
Students  are  experiencing  dramatic  physical,  psychological  and  social 
changes,  all  the  while  being  challenged  to  carry  on  with  schooling. 

Opportunities  should  be  provided  for  students  to: 

•  continue  development  of  basic  knowledge,  skills  and  positive 
attitudes,  and  to  consolidate  earlier  learning 

•  develop  their  individual  interests,  abilities  and  talents,  and  in  the 
process  to  develop  specific  competencies 

•  explore  a  range  of  learning  experiences  and  apply  new  learning  in 
different  circumstances 

•  set  goals  for,  and  make  choices  about,  their  learning  and  take 
increasing  responsibility  for  their  education  and,  indeed,  their  lives 

•  help  them  mature  with  a  positive,  realistic  self-image,  and  meet 
their  need  for  affirmation  and  acceptance  by  significant  adults  and 
peers. 

ROLE  OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

The  senior  high  school  occupies  a  special  place  in  our  education  system. 
First,  many  of  the  students  are  over  the  age  of  16  and  are  not,  therefore, 
required  to  remain  in  school.  Second,  the  completion  of  senior  high  school 
signals  the  end  of  formal  schooling  for  most  students.  Finally,  public 
attention  is  focused  on  keeping  students  in  school  and  on  the  qualities  of 
graduates  to  a  degree  not  found  at  the  other  two  levels  of  schooling. 

Senior  high  school  programs  should  provide  opportunities  for  students  to: 

•  complete  development  of  basic  skills,  if  necessary  through 
modified  instructional  activities  or  through  alternative  programs 

•  extend  and  refine  intellectual  and  other  skills  in  preparation  for 
entry  into  post-secondary  education 

•  choose  courses  that  will  lead  to  the  fulfilment  of  personal 
aspirations 

•  acquire  specialized  knowledge,  skills  and  positive  attitudes 
required  for  direct  entry  into  the  work  force 

•  become  confident,  competent  and  responsible  individuals,  ready  to 
assume  the  role  of  contributing  members  of  society. 
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I.  ACCREDITATION  PROCEDURES 
A.   ACCREDITATION  OF  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

I   1.    Departmental  Requirements 

Secondary  schools,  including  Category  1  and  Category  3  private 
schools,  are  accredited  yearly  when  they  meet  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Subjects  are  taught  by  qualified  teachers  holding  valid  Alberta 
teaching  certificates. 

b.  Instructional  time  allocated  to  each  subject  must  meet  or  exceed 
minimum  times  specified  by  Alberta  Education. 

c.  The  content  of  each  subject  follows  that  outlined  in  the  Program 
of  Studies  for  Junior  High  Schools  and/or  the  Program  of  Studies 
for  Senior  High  Schools  and/or  the  Special  Education  Program 
of  Studies,  or  a  course  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Education. 

d.  The  junior  high  school  and  senior  high  school  are  operated  in 
accordance  with  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  Handbook. 
Changes  in  program,  staff,  credit  allocations  and  timetables 
following  submission  of  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan  are 
to  be  submitted  by  the  superintendent*  to  the  Director,  Regional 
Office  of  Alberta  Education  for  approval. 

e.  In  accordance  with  policies  of  the  school  board,  or  designated 
authority,  school  marks  that  are  granted  to  students  in  diploma 
examination  subjects,  and  final  marks  in  all  other  high  school 
subjects: 

(i)     are  endorsed   by  the   principal   and  the   superintendent  of 

schools  concerned 
(ii)    are  determined  by  the  school  on  the  basis  of  a  fair  and  just 

method  of  evaluation 
(iii)  are  submitted  to  Alberta  Education  for  approval  and  recording 

at  a  time  and  in  a  manner  determined  by  the  Minister  of 

Education. 

Secondary  schools  are  accredited  on  the  basis  of  the  declarations  given 
on  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan,  including  the  submission  of  a 
timetable  for  the  school  year.  Alberta  Education  accepts 
recommendations  for  credits  when  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan 
is  properly  completed  and  has  been  approved  by  the  Director,  Regional 
Office  of  Alberta  Education. 


*l  Note:  In  the  case  of  private  schools,  responsibilities  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools  referred  to  in  this  handbook  shall  be 
assumed  by  the  principal. 


I  2.    Secondary  School  Program  Plan 

Prior  to  school  opening,  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan  form  is 
sent  to  all  schools  in  which  junior  and/or  senior  high  school  grades  are 
taught.  All  secondary  schools  shall  use  this  form  to  document  their 
program  organization  for  1988-89.  Detailed  instructions  are  supplied 
with  the  form. 

At  the  completion  of  a  semester  or  a  school  year,  credits  shall  be 
awarded  to  students  upon  the  receipt  of  recommendations,  subject  to 
the  following: 

I  a.     The  Secondary   School   Program   Plan  form   has   been   properly 

completed  and  forwarded  to  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta 
Education. 

Note:  School  timetables  (indicating  time  allocations  by  subject) 
must  accompany  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan 
submissions.  Where  instruction  in  a  subject  is  given  in  a 
language  other  than  English,  a  list  of  these  courses  must  be 
appended  to  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan. 

I  b.     The  program  as  shown  in  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan  is 

approved  by  the  Director  (or  designate),  of  the  Regional  Office  of 
Alberta  Education,  and  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan  is  then 
forwarded  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch. 

I  c.     The  school   has  complied   with  the   departmental   requirements 

relative  to  accreditation. 

I  3.    Special  Circumstances 

The  principal  shall  describe  all  special  or  unusual  circumstances  relative 
to  the  school  organization  in  the  space  provided  on  the  Secondary 
School  Program  Plan.  Special  provisions  in  the  school  plan  to 
accommodate  these  circumstances  shall  be  approved  by  the 
superintendent  prior  to  submitting  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan 
to  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education. 

4.  Instruction  in  Languages  Other  Than  English 

In  Alberta,  a  school  jurisdiction  may  provide  instruction  in  a  language 
other  than  English  according  to  Section  159  of  The  School  Act. 
Additional  information  related  to  intent,  objectives  and  content  is 
available  from  the  Language  Services  Branch. 

5.  Special  Education  Programs 

Modifications  to  the  regular  programs  of  studies  have  been  developed 
by  Alberta  Education  for  pupils  in  the  following  special  education 
programs:  educable  mentally  handicapped,  trainable  mentally 
handicapped,  dependent  handicapped,  visually  impaired,  and  hearing 
impaired. 
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Curriculum  guides  are  available  for  these  programs  and  include  material 
for  junior  and  senior  high  school  pupils  (see  page  79).  For  further 
information  regarding  special  education  programs,  please  contact  the 
Director,  Alberta  Education  Response  Centre,  or  the  Director,  Regional 
Office  of  Alberta  Education. 

Special  education  students  taking  regular  curriculum  courses  will  be 
expected  to  meet  the  standard  hours  per  course  requirement.  Special 
education  students  taking  special  education  programs  will  be  expected 
to  meet  the  same  total  hours  of  instruction  per  week  as  those  required 
of  their  age  peers  in  regular  programs. 

Where  an  individual  special  education  student  is  unable  to  attend  school 
for  the  standard  hours  of  instruction,  the  superintendent  must  inform  the 
Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education  of  the  reduction  and  the 
circumstances  making  the  reduction  necessary. 

6.    Academic-Occupational    Program1 

The  purpose  of  the  Academic-Occupational  Program  is  to  provide  an 
alternative  to  help  students  who  have  major  difficulty  keeping  up  with 
their  peers  in  regular  school  courses.  With  the  approval  of  their 
parents,2  these  students  may  be  placed  in  special  classes  designed  to 
prepare  them  for  direct  entry  into  an  occupation.  Students  and  parents 
should  be  aware  that  not  all  high  school  courses  in  the  Academic- 
Occupational  Program  may  earn  credits  toward  a  high  school  diploma. 

School  jurisdictions  wishing  to  offer  the  Academic-Occupational 
Program  shall  develop  a  program  based  on  the  Alberta  Academic- 
Occupational  Program  guidelines.  Annual  approval  of  the  program  shall 
be  obtained  from  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education  (or 
designate)  serving  the  area. 

For  further  information  regarding  program  policy,  regulations,  guidelines 
and  procedures,  please  contact  the  nearest  Regional  Office  of  Alberta 
Education. 


7.    Integrated  Occupational  Program 

Beginning  in  September  1989,  the  Integrated  Occupational  Program  will 
be  available  to  students  in  Grades  8  and  9,  in  those  jurisdictions  which 
wish  to  offer  the  program. 


1.  Under  review. 

2.  If  a  student  has  reached  age  18,  the  student's  approval  shall  be  substituted  for  that 
of  the  parents. 


B.    STUDENT  PLACEMENT  AND  PROMOTION 


1.  Placements  and  Promotions 

Placement  of  students  within  the  junior  high  school  and  promotion  to  Grade  10 
is  determined  by  the  principal  of  the  junior  high  school,  subject  to  policies  of 
the  local  school  board  or  school  governing  authority  and  subject  to  provisions 
of  this  handbook. 

Placement  of  students  within  the  senior  high  school  is  determined  by  the 
principal  of  the  senior  high  school,  subject  to  policies  of  the  local  school  board 
or  school  governing  authority  and  subject  to  provisions  of  this  handbook. 

2.  Registration  of  Students 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records 
Branch  will  provide  the  appropriate  registration  documents  to  each  accredited 
junior  high  school. 

In  September  and  February  of  each  school  year,  the  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch  will  provide  the  appropriate  registration  documents  to  each 
accredited  senior  high  school  offering  credit  programs. 

3.  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

The  Alberta  Correspondence  School  can  enhance  local  educational  programs 
by  providing  instruction  to  students  for  whom  classroom  instruction  cannot  be 
provided  in  desired  subjects. 

Registration  Procedures1 

a.  Students  under  16  years  of  age  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
superintendent,  school  principal,  or  designate,  prior  to  registering  in 
correspondence  school  courses. 

b.  The  principal  or  counsellor  should  assist  the  student  in  selecting  suitable 
courses,  obtaining  the  required  textbooks  and  other  materials,  establishing 
timetable  periods  for  correspondence  study,  monitoring  progress,  and 
arranging  for  writing  final  tests. 

Effective  June  1,  1988  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  will  discontinue 
its  practice  of  loaning  textbooks  to  students.  Students  attending  a  school 
may  obtain  textbooks  from  the  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  or, 
according  to  school  board  policy,  from  the  school  system.  Other  learning 
resources,  for  example  computer  software  or  laboratory  kits  that  are 
integral  to  a  correspondence  course  package,  are  available  from  the 
Alberta  Correspondence  School. 


1.   Students  in  unorganized  territories  or  residing  outside  Alberta  may  apply  directly  to  the  Alberta 
Correspondence  School.

The  Alberta  Correspondence  School  will  send  status  reports  on  student 
progress  to  school  principals  (school  students)  and  to  jurisdiction  offices 
(non-school  students)  regularly  throughout  the  school  year. 

Further  information  about  the  services  available,  registration  procedures,  fees 
and  course  materials  may  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Student  Services 
Department,  Alberta  Correspondence  School,  Box  4000,  Barrhead,  Alberta, 
TOG  2P0.

4.    Evaluation  of  Out-of-Province   Educational   Documents 

Students  entering  an  Alberta  senior  high  school  from  outside  Alberta  should 
submit  transcripts  or  other  official  statements  of  previous  standing  to  the 
school  which  they  plan  to  attend.  The  school  will  evaluate  these  documents  in 
relation  to  approved  high  school  courses  or  unassigned  credits  and  submit  a 
copy  of  the  evaluation  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  of 
Alberta  Education  for  recording  purposes.  Evaluation  forms  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch. 

Exchange  students  from  another  province  or  country,  expecting  to  complete  a 
course  for  credit,  should  be  registered  with  the  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch. 

Students  immigrating  to  Alberta  from  outside  of  Canada  shall  not  be  granted 
credits  for  Social  Studies  10  or  13.  Individual  student  cases  may  be  appealed 
to  the  Special  Cases  Committee,  Alberta  Education  (refer  to  page  44  for  further 
information). 

School  authorities  should  contact  Alberta  Education  when  in  doubt  about 
evaluations.  Post-secondary  courses  are  not  equated  to  credits  for  the  High 
School  Diploma  but  may  be  evaluated  for  the  High  School  Equivalency 
Diploma.  Such  concerns  and  those  related  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
credentials  of  Canadian  students  may  be  directed  to  the  Evaluation  Officer, 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch.  Questions  regarding  out-of- 
Canada  credentials  may  be  sent  to  the  Director,  Teacher  Certification  and 
Development,  for  advice  and  recommendations. 

Students  planning  to  enter  any  post-secondary  institution  in  Alberta  should 
submit  their  documents  to  the  post-secondary  institution  of  their  choice. 
There  are  no  appeal  procedures  to  Alberta  Education  in  these  instances. 

The  Council  of  Ministers  of  Education,  Canada  publication  Secondary 
Education  in  Canada,  A  Student  Transfer  Guide  is  designed  to  assist  in  the 
placement  of  students.  Copies  of  this  guide  are  available  upon  request  (at  no 
charge)  from  Central  Support  Services,  Alberta  Education,  11160  Jasper 
Avenue,  Devonian  Building,  West  Tower,  Edmonton,  Alberta,  T5K  0L2. 


5.    Grade  12  Validation  Statement 

The  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  will  issue  to  each  Grade  12 
student  a  validation  statement  indicating  the  complete  high  school 
achievement  record.  Students  will  be  asked  to  check  this  record.  Any  change 
in  a  student's  record  must  be  authorized  by  the  principal  of  the  school  in 
which  the  courses  were  completed.  All  forms  are  to  be  returned  to  the 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch. 


C.   STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENT  IN  SENIOR  HIGH 
SCHOOL  SUBJECTS 

1.    Reporting  of  Student  Achievement  in  Senior  High  School  Subjects 

Achievement  in  all  completed  high  school  non-diploma  examination  courses 
is  to  be  reported  on  the  High  School  Results  Statement  for  Non-Examination 
Subjects  supplied  by  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch.  For  each 
course,  excluding  the  diploma  examination  subjects,  the  school  will  identify  the 
course  code,  course  name,  credits  earned,  semester,  grading,  and  language  of 
instruction  if  other  than  English.  One  copy  of  this  statement  will  be  sent  to  the 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch,  one  will  be  given  to  the  student,  and 
one  will  be  retained  at  the  school.  Additional  instructions  will  be  forwarded 
with  the  statement. 

School  marks  in  all  diploma  examination  subjects  are  to  be  reported  to  the 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  by  the  first  day  of  the  diploma 
examinations  schedule,  in  a  format  specified  by  the  Director,  Student 
Evaluation  and  Records  Branch. 

Achievement  in  subjects  reported  to  Alberta  Education  shall  not  be 
subsequently  deleted  from  a  student's  record.  Such  marks  may,  however,  be 
corrected  if  the  student's  mark  was  erroneously  reported. 

I  2.    Grade  12  Diploma  Examinations  Programs1 

To  qualify  for  a  General  High  School  Diploma,  students  shall  write  a 
diploma  examination  in  English  30  or  English  33. 

To  qualify  for  an  Advanced  High  School  Diploma,  students  shall  write  a 
diploma  examination  in: 

English  30  and  one  of 

Mathematics  30  Biology  30 

Social  Studies  30  Chemistry  30 

Physics  30 

Except  for  English  30  and  English  33,  diploma  examinations  are  available  in 
French  and  students  may  write  in  French  or  in  English.    Students  enrolled  in 
Langue  et  litterature  30  shall  write  the  diploma  examination. 
1.   These  requirements  will  change  for  students  entering  Grade  10  in  the  1988-89  school  year. 
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The  diploma  examinations  programs  consist  of  course  specific  examinations 
based  on  the  Program  of  Studies  for  Senior  High  Schools.  Administrators 
should  refer  to  the  annual  publication  "General  Information  Bulletin:  Grade  12 
Diploma  Examinations  Program"  for  complete  information  on  the  diploma 
examinations  program. 

a.  January  and  June  Diploma  Examinations.  Examinations  are  written  at 
all  high  schools  offering  the  diploma  examination  courses.  All  students 
who  are  currently  enrolled  in  diploma  courses  are  to  be  registered  for  the 
examinations  with  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  by  their 
high  school  principal.  All  others  wishing  to  write  the  diploma  examinations 
should  submit  an  application  to  the  high  school  where  they  wish  to  write 
by  the  first  Friday  in  November  or  March. 

b.  August  Diploma  Examinations.  Examinations  are  written  at  a  number  of 
selected  centres  throughout  the  province. 

c.  Eligibility  to  Write 

(i)  Students  currently  enrolled  in  an  examination  subject  shall  write  the 
diploma  examination  in  that  subject  before  credits  are  awarded. 

(ii)  Students  who  have  been  previously  awarded  credit  for  the  course 
may  write  the  diploma  examination  upon  application. 

(iii)  Mature  students,  as  defined  on  page  41  of  this  handbook,  may  write 
the  diploma  examination  upon  application  without  taking  regular 
instruction. 

d.  Special  Provisions.  Students  who  require  special  provisions  in  order  to 
write  the  diploma  examination  may  request: 

(i)    the  appointment  of  a  scribe  to  assist  during  the  examination 

(ii)  that  the  examination  be  provided  in  Braille,  large  print  or  audio 
cassette 

(iii)  that  variation  in  writing  time,  place  or  mode  of  response  be  permitted 

(iv)  exemption  from  writing  an  examination. 

Administrators  are  directed  to  the  policies  on  Special  Examination 
Provisions  for  Learning  Disabled  Students  and  Special  Examination 
Provisions  for  Physically  Disabled  Students,  listed  in  the  "General 
Information  Bulletin:  Grade  12  Diploma  Examinations  Program". 
Application,  together  with  the  required  documentation  regarding  special 
needs  students,  should  be  made  by  the  school  principal  to  the  Director, 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch,  as  soon  as  possible  and  not  later 
than  90  days  before  the  first  examination  date. 

Students  who  write  their  examinations  under  special  conditions  will 
have  their  transcripts  annotated  with  respect  to  the  special 
provisions  prevailing  at  the  time  of  writing. 
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e.  Special  Circumstances.  Under  certain  circumstances,  the  school- 
awarded  mark  may  be  accepted  upon  application  to  and  approval  by  the 
Special  Cases  Committee  (refer  to  page  44  for  further  information). 

f.  Examination  Results.  Following  each  examination  period,  students  will 
receive  a  results  statement  showing  the  school-awarded  mark,  the 
examination  mark  and  the  blended  mark. 

Each  school  will  receive  a  summary  of  scores  for  students  registered  in 
that  school  for  each  diploma  examination. 

g.  Appeal  Procedures:  School  Course  Marks.  School  principals  should 
inform  students  of  appeal  procedures.  A  student  who  is  dissatisfied  with  a 
school-awarded  mark  may: 

(i)  appeal  to  the  school  principal  under  the  policies  set  by  the  school 
board,  or 

(ii)    take  the  course  again. 

Changes  to  non-diploma  examination  course  marks  shall  be  received  no 
later  than  October  31  of  the  current  school  year  for  marks  originating  in 
the  previous  school  year. 

h.  Appeal  Procedures:  Diploma  Examination  Marks.  A  student  who  is 
dissatisfied  with  a  Grade  12  diploma  examination  mark  may: 

(i)  request  a  rescore,  in  writing,  to  the  Director,  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  date  specified  on 
the  appropriate  results  statement 

(ii)    rewrite  the  examination  at  a  later  administration  date. 

Although  there  is  no  fee  for  rewriting  the  Grade  12  diploma  examinations, 
a  prepayable  fee  is  required  for  rescoring  an  examination.  The  rescore 
fee  is  as  specified  in  the  current  edition  of  the  "General  Information 
Bulletin:  Grade  12  Diploma  Examinations  Program".  If  there  is  an 
increase  of  5%  or  more  on  rescoring,  the  fee  is  refunded  to  the  student. 

The  student  will  receive  the  result  of  the  rescored  examination  as  the  final 
mark  in  that  diploma  examination. 

Formal  notifications  of  school  marks  changes  in  diploma  examination 
courses  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records 
Branch  prior  to  dates  published  in  the  annual  "General  Information 
Bulletin:  Grade  12  Diploma  Examinations  Program"  for  the  release  of 
results  statements  to  the  respective  administration. 

Requests  to  change  diploma  examination  school  course  marks  after  the 
published  dates  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Special  Cases  Committee, 
Alberta  Education,  for  approval. 
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3.  High  School  Diplomas 

The  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  issues  General  and  Advanced 
High  School  Diplomas  in  April,  September,  and  November  to  students  meeting 
the  diploma  requirements.  A  transcript  showing  all  high  school  courses 
accompanies  each  diploma.  If  and  when  additional  courses  are  completed,  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to  request  an  updated  transcript.  For  further 
information  regarding  diploma  requirements,  please  refer  to  page  30. 

4.  Provisions  for  Mature  Students 

Mature  students  may  earn  high  school  credits  without  holding  the  prerequisite 
courses.   For  further  information,  refer  to  page  41 . 

5.  Credits  for  Private  School  Instruction 

When  a  Category  2,  3,  or  4  private  school  is  approved  as  a  Category  1  private 
school,  students  enrolled  in  the  school  prior  to  the  change  in  category  may  be 
awarded  retroactive  high  school  credits  for  courses  successfully  completed, 
subject  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta 
Education.  In  these  instances,  the  student  will  be  responsible  for  providing  the 
Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education,  with  a  record  of  the  final  mark 
awarded  by  the  private  school  and  a  content  outline  of  the  course  for  which 
retroactive  credits  are  being  granted. 


II.  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
A.   CATEGORIES  OF  COURSES 


Full  details  regarding  the  general  objectives  and  content  of  courses  are  contained 
in  the  program  of  studies  and  are  developed  further  in  the  respective  curriculum 
guides. 

Courses  for  study  in  the  junior  high  school  fall  into  two  categories,  core  and 
complementary. 

The  combination  of  core  and  complementary  courses  is  designed  to  meet  two 
objectives: 

•  to  provide  all  students  with  a  core  of  skills,  knowledge  and  positive  attitudes 

•  to  provide  opportunities  to  adapt  and  complement  the  core  program  to  meet 
the  diverse  needs,  capabilities  and  aspirations  of  individual  students. 

1.  Core  Courses 

The  core  courses,  which  are  compulsory  for  all  students,  are  English  language 
arts,  social  studies,  mathematics,  science,  physical  education,  and  health  and 
personal  life  skills. 

For  schools  offering  instruction  in  a  language  other  than  English  (Section  159 
of  The  School  Act),  a  language  arts  course  in  the  language  of  instruction  must 
be  taught.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  core  courses  noted  above. 

2.  Complementary  Courses 

The  complementary  courses  include  the  practical  arts,  fine  and  performing 
arts,  second  languages,  religious  or  ethical  studies,  and  locally  authorized 
courses. 


B.   STRUCTURE  OF  THE  PROGRAM 


1.    Instructional  Hours 

A  minimum  of  950  hours  of  instruction  at  each  grade  level  is  required.  A 
minimum  of  650  hours  shall  be  allotted  to  core  courses  and  a  minimum  of  225 
hours  shall  be  allotted  to  complementary  courses. 

Instructional  time  is  defined  as  time  scheduled  for  purposes  of  instruction, 
examinations,  and  other  student  activities  where  direct  student-teacher 
interaction  and  supervision  are  maintained. 
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2.    Core 

The  minimum  time  allotment  (hours  per  year)  for  each  course  shall  be:

Mathematics 

100 

Physical  Education 

75 

Science 

100 

Social  Studies 

100 

Notel 

For  schools  offering  instruction  in  a  language  other  than  English  (Section  159 
of  The  School  Act),  the  above-noted  time  allotments  for  core  courses  apply. 
In  addition,  there  shall  be  a  minimum  of  150  hours  of  language  arts  in  the 
language  of  instruction. 

Note  2 

The  programs  referred  to  in  this  handbook  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
and  abilities  of  most  students.  Where  a  substantially  different  program  plan 
is  proposed  for  a  group  of  students,  authorization  shall  be  obtained  by  the 
superintendent  from  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education. 


3.    Complementary 

Students  shall  select  a  minimum  of  three  complementary  courses  per  year. 
Students  should  be  encouraged  to  continue  in  Grades  8  and  9  with  one  of  the 
complementary  courses  selected  in  Grade  7.

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Note  1 

Each  student  shall  be  enrolled  in  at  least  three  complementary  courses  to  be 
scheduled  for  a  total  of  at  least  225  hours.  Of  these  three  courses,  at  least  two 
shall  be  provincially  authorized  and  shall  be  scheduled  for  at  least  150  hours. 
Subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions,  students  may  enrol  in  one  or  more  locally 
authorized  courses.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  religious  studies  is 
deemed  to  be  provincially  authorized. 

Note  2 

Religious  studies  may  be  offered  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  school  board 
pursuant  to  Section  160  of  The  School  Act. 

Note  3 

Although  designated  as  a  Grade  8  course,  ethics  may  be  offered  in  Grades  7, 
8  and  9. 

Note  4 

Although  designated  as  a  Grade  8  course,  computer  literacy  may  be  offered  in 
Grades  7  or  9. 

Note  5 

Although  designated  as  a  Grade  9  course,  typewriting  may  be  offered  in 
Grades  7  or  8. 

Note  6 

For  schools  offering  instruction  in  a  language  other  than  English  (Section  159 
of  The  School  Act),  students  shall  select  a  minimum  of  two  complementary 
courses. 

Note  7 

The  minimum  recommended  allotment  of  time  for  a  second  language  course  is 
100  hours  per  year. 

Note  8 

The  Government  of  Alberta  has  recognized  the  multicultural  nature  of  the 
province  through  the  Alberta  Cultural  Heritage  Act  (1984).  Accordingly,  Alberta 
Education  encourages  school  boards  to  develop  second  language  courses  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  local  community  when  such  courses  are  not  available 
from  the  department.  Guidelines  and  procedures  for  the  development  and 
approval  of  these  second  language  courses  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director, 
Language  Services  Branch. 

Note  9 

The  new  two-year  junior  high  German  program  may  be  offered  in  any  of 
Grades  7,  8  or  9. 
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C.    ELECTIVE  COMPONENTS  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  CORE 

AND  COMPLEMENTARY  COURSES: 

POLICY,  GUIDELINES  AND  PROCEDURES 

1.  Policy 

Each  junior  high  course  shall  have  an  elective  component  designed  to 
provide  opportunities  to  adapt  and  enhance  the  required  portion  of  each 
course  to  meet  the  diverse  needs  and  capabilities  of  individual  students. 

2.  Guidelines 

a.  The  elective  component  allows  for  adaptation  of  content,  teaching 
strategies,  instructional  time  and  learning  resources  to  meet  specific 
individual  student  and/or  group  needs. 

b.  The  elective  component  provides  for  enrichment  and  for  additional 
assistance  to  individual  students  as  necessary. 

c.  The  elective  component  provides  opportunities  for  innovation  and 
experimentation  to  meet  student  needs. 

d.  The  elective  component  is  not  intended  to  provide  acceleration  or 
advanced  placement,  and  therefore  avoids  unnecessary  and  substantial 
overlap  with  other  courses  or  with  courses  at  a  higher  level. 

3.  Procedures 

a.  A  school  jurisdiction  is  responsible  for  implementing  the  elective 
components  of  all  core  and  complementary  junior  high  courses. 

The  maximum  time  allotment  for  the  elective  component  of  each  core 
course  shall  be  20%  of  the  instructional  time.  The  maximum  time 
allotment  for  the  elective  component  of  each  complementary  course  shall 
be  30%  of  the  instructional  time. 

b.  Alberta  Education  is  responsible  for  providing  program  of  studies 
specifications  for  each  course  authorized  by  the  Minister,  and  providing 
guidelines  in  curriculum  guides  and  support  documents  for  the 
implementation  of  the  elective  component. 
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III.   SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
A.   TYPES,  PROGRAMS,  ORGANIZATION 

1.  Types  of  High  Schools 

In  Alberta,  senior  high  school  programs  are  made  available  through: 

a.  public  and  separate  high  schools 

b.  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

c.  approved  and  accredited  private  schools 

d.  extension  programs  offered  by  any  of  the  above,  plus  Alberta 
vocational  centres,  private  and  public  colleges. 

2.  Numbering  Systems  of  High  School  Courses 

All  courses  are  numbered  in  decades.  Numbers  10-19  are  for  Grade 
10  courses,  numbers  20-29  for  Grade  11  courses,  and  numbers  30- 
39  are  for  Grade  12  courses. 

EXAMPLE: 

Grade  10  Grade  11  Grade  12 

English  10  Social  Studies  20  Typewriting  30 

Science  1 1  Drama  20  French  30 

Beauty  Culture  12  Music  21  Latin  30 

3.  Time-Credit  Relationship 

a.  Regular  Programs 

At  least  25  hours  per  credit  shall  be  scheduled  for  purposes  of 
instruction,  examinations,  and  other  activities  that  directly  relate  to 
the  course  for  which  credit  is  to  be  granted. 

Three-credit  courses  shall  be  scheduled  for  not  less  than  62.5 
hours  of  instructional  time. 

A  school  may  provide  more  than  the  minimum  instructional  time 
specified  for  any  course. 

b.  Extension  Programs 

School  boards,  approved  private  schools,  Alberta  vocational 
centres  and  private  and  public  colleges  may  offer  extension 
programs  in  basic  senior  high  education. 
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Requirements  as  noted  under  Section  1 ,  Part  A,  pages  1  to  3  of 
this  handbook,  apply  to  all  schools  offering  senior  high  school 
extension  courses  for  credit. 

All  senior  high  school  extension  courses  shall  be: 

(i)     instructed  for  at  least  13  hours  per  credit 

(ii)    instructed  for  at  least  32.5  hours  for  three  credits 

except  work  experience  which  shall  receive  a  minimum  of  25 
hours  per  credit. 

Those  boards,  centres,  or  institutions  that  operated  extension 
programs  during  1987-88  will  receive  the  information  and 
materials  required  for  the  continued  operation  of  such  programs. 
Those  that  have  not  operated  extension  programs  during  1987- 
88,  but  now  wish  to  do  so,  may  receive  the  required  information 
from  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education. 

4.  Guidelines  for  Program  Organization 

Priority  should  be  given  to  offering  a  program  that  enables  students: 

•  to  meet  diploma  requirements  (see  page  30) 

•  to  earn  about  35  credits  per  year 

•  to  enter  post-secondary  institutions  or  to  seek  employment 

•  to  have  some  opportunity  for  taking  preferred  complementary 
courses. 

5.  Special  Circumstances 

Where  special  circumstances,  such  as  low  school  or  course 
enrolment,  create  a  conflict  between  these  priorities  and  normal 
programming  practices,  or  the  regulations  cited  in  this  handbook,  the 
circumstances  must  be  noted  on  the  Secondary  School  Program  Plan. 
Accommodations  will  be  approved  by  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of 
Alberta  Education  when  they  are  deemed  in  the  best  educational 
interests  of  the  students. 


B.   STUDENT  PROGRAMMING 


Certain  courses  are  obligatory  for  the  General  and  the  Advanced  High  School 
Diplomas.  Some  Grade  10  courses  are  normal  prerequisites  for  more 
advanced  high  school  courses.  All  students  should  become  familiar  with  the 
guidelines  when  planning  their  Grade  10  program  in  order  to  avoid  possible 
difficulties  in  the  later  high  school  years. 

Please  note  that  minimum  and  maximum  credits  for  which  students  are 
enrolled  will  not  be  checked  by  Alberta  Education.  Principals  are  therefore 
urged  to  ensure  that  credits  are  checked  carefully  in  the  schools. 
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1.    General 

a.  Students  should  be  given  assistance  in  the  planning  of  their  high 
school  programs. 

b.  In  planning  a  program,  the  student  should  keep  in  mind  the 
requirements  for  a  General  or  an  Advanced  High  School  Diploma 
as  outlined  on  pages  30  to  33. 

c.  In  addition  to  diploma  requirements,  a  student's  choice  of 
subjects  in  high  school  may  be  governed  by  requirements  as 
adopted  by  the  school  board  that  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
students,  provided  that  these  requirements  do  not  contravene  the 
provisions  of  this  handbook. 

d.  Student  choice  of  programs  is  subject  to  approval  of  the  principal 
except  where  a  student  (age  16  or  over)  elects  to  take 
correspondence  courses.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  secure 
parents'  understanding  and  concurrence  in  their  children's 
registration. 

e.  Students  who  intend  to  enter  university  or  any  other  post- 
secondary  training  institution  should  be  advised  upon  entering 
high  school  to  check  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  particular 
university  faculty  or  other  post-secondary  program  in  the 
institution  they  plan  to  attend. 

f.  Students  taking  academic  program  courses  (e.g.,  Physics  10- 
20-30;  French  10N-20N-30N)  should  not  be  registered 
concurrently  in  an  alternative  program  (e.g.,  Science  11,  French 
10S-20S-30S). 


2.    a.     First  Year  -  Grade  10 

During  the  first  year  in  high  school,  a  student  should  choose 
courses  from  the  Grade  10  list.  However,  principals  may  permit 
students  to  register  in  Grade  11  subjects  (see  No.  8,  page  18). 

b.  Second  Year  -  Grade  1 1 

During  the  second  year  in  high  school,  a  student  should  normally 
choose  courses  listed  under  Grade  10  and  Grade  11.  However, 
principals  may  permit  students  to  register  in  Grade  12  subjects 
(see  No.  8,  page  18). 

c.  Third  Year  -  Grade  12 

During  the  third  year  in  high  school,  a  student  may  choose 
courses  listed  under  Grades  10,  11  and  12  providing  normal 
prerequisites  have  been  obtained. 
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3.    Attendance 

Attendance  requirements  should  be  set  by  policy  of  the  school  board. 
The  policy  should  also  cover  a  student  taking  a  "repeat"  course.  In 
such  cases,  the  student  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Special  Cases 
Committee  (see  page  44). 

Exceptions  to  the  minimum  attendance  requirements: 

a.  Correspondence  students. 

b.  Credit  in  music  obtained  through  private  study. 

Students  who  are  expelled  from  school  or  from  a  diploma  examination 
course  on  December  1  in  the  first  semester,  or  May  1  in  the  second 
semester,  or  later  in  any  of  the  semesters,  may  apply  to  the  Special 
Cases  Committee  for  permission  to  write  the  following  Grade  12 
diploma  examinations: 

English  30  Biology  30 

English  33  Chemistry  30 

Social  Studies  30  Physics  30 

Mathematics  30  Langue  et  litterature  30 

Pursuant  to  such  a  request,  Alberta  Education  will  review  a  report  from 
the  principal  giving  the  achievement  and  attendance  of  the  student(s) 
and  the  circumstances  that  resulted  in  expulsion  and  will  decide 
whether  the  student(s)  concerned  may  be  granted  permission  to  write 
the  diploma  examinations. 


4.    High  School  Graduation 

The  successful  completion  of  the  diploma  requirements  outlined  on 
pages  30  to  33  will  result  in  the  awarding  of  one  of  the  two  high  school 
diplomas. 


I  5.    Letter  Gradings 

The  Rutherford  Scholarship  Fund  for  High  School  Achievement 
requires  that  all  achievement  in  completed  courses,  and  evaluations 
where  possible,  is  to  be  reported  in  exact  scores.  Subjects  in  which 
achievement  is  reported  by  letter  grades  will  not  be  considered  in  the 
calculation  of  averages  by  the  scholarship  fund  administrators. 
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Letter  gradings  must  be  in  accordance  with  this  scale.

i    6.    Standing  Required  for  Credit 

To  earn  the  credits  attached  to  all  high  school  courses,  a  student  shall 
achieve  at  least  50%  ("C"  standing)  in  each  course. 

7.    Prerequisite  Standing 

I  A  student  who  has  achieved  a  mark  of  50%  or  higher  in  a  given 

course  is  eligible  to  take  the  next  or  higher  rank  high  school  course  in 
that  sequence;  e.g.,   English   10-20-30  or   Mathematics    10-20-30. 

This  privilege  of  continuing  to  a  higher  level  course  does  not 
necessarily  apply  when  a  student  is  crossing  over  from  the  13-23- 
33  sequence  to  the  10-20-30  sequence;  e.g.,  taking  Mathematics 
20  after  having  taken  Mathematics  13.  Where  a  student  is  changing 
from  a  10-20-30  sequence  to  the  13-23-33  sequence;  e.g.,  in 
moving  from  English  10  to  English  23,  the  principal  may  admit  a 
student  with  less  than  a  50%  standing.  Each  school  shall  have  a 
policy  stating  clearly  the  criteria  to  be  met  by  a  student  who 
wishes  to  change  program  routes.  School  policies  should  be 
approved  by  the  board. 


8.    Waiver  of  Normal  Prerequisites 

Under  special  circumstances,  normal  prerequisites  shown  in 
Appendix  A  (pages  51  to  60)  may  be  waived  by  the  principal,  provided 
the  following  conditions  are  met: 

a.  Other  related  courses  or  experiences  are  substituted. 

b.  Judgments  are  made  on  an  individual  basis,  not  for  an  entire 
class  of  students. 

'Letter  grades  D  (40%-49%)  and  F  (0%-39%)  were  awarded  prior  to 
September  1986. 
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c.  Principals  may  waive  prerequisite  courses  for  a  student  where  it 
can  be  demonstrated  that  it  is  in  the  student's  best  interests  to  do 
so.  However,  prerequisite  courses  that  are  part  of  the  high  school 
diploma  requirements  should  not  normally  be  waived.  These 
include  Social  Studies  10,  Physical  Education  10,  English  10  or 
13,  Mathematics  10,  13  or  15,  English  20,  23  (or  two  Language 
Arts  21  courses),  Chemistry  10,  Biology  10,  Physics  10  or 
Science  1 1 . 

d.  Unless  a  student  is  mature,  as  defined  on  page  41  of  this 
handbook,  credits  are  not  granted  for  the  waived  prerequisite 
courses. 

e.  Waived  courses  are  to  be  reported,  in  writing  and  as  they  are 
granted,  to  the  Director,  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch. 


9.    Retroactive  Credits 

The  following  applies  to  all  regular  students  (refer  to  page  41  for 
provisions  that  apply  to  mature  students). 

Students  not  achieving  at  least  50%  (e.g.,  Mathematics  10)  may  elect 
to  repeat  the  course  or,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  school  principal, 
elect  to  continue  in  the  alternative  course  sequence  (e.g.,  Mathematics 
23).  Students  who  successfully  complete  the  next  higher  level  in  an 
alternative  course  sequence  (e.g.,  Mathematics  23)  shall  be  granted 
credit  in  the  prerequisite  course  in  that  sequence  (e.g.,  Mathematics 
13). 

A  student  shall  be  awarded  retroactive  credits  automatically  by  Alberta 
Education  when  all  of  the  following  criteria  are  met: 

a.  The  student  is  registered  by  the  principal  in  an  approved  course 
and  receives  instruction  in  the  course  in  Semester  "A"  or  Year 
"A". 

b.  At  the  end  of  Semester  "A"  or  Year  "A",  the  principal  reports  to 
the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  that  the  student  has 
FAILED  in  the  registered  course.  (A  mark  of  less  than  50%  must 
be  reported  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  and 
recorded  on  the  student's  file  in  order  for  the  student  to  be 
eligible  for  retroactive  credits  in  the  following  years.) 

c.  Pursuant  to  a  specific  school  board  promotion  policy,  the  student 
is  registered  by  the  principal  into  the  next  higher  level  course  in 
an  alternative  course  sequence  in  the  following  Semester  "B"  or 
Year  "B". 

d.  The  principal  subsequently  submits  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch,  in  the  appropriate  reporting  period  for  Semester 
"B"  or  Year  "B",  a  pass  mark  in  the  higher  level  alternative 
course  completed. 
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PLEASE  NOTE  THAT  IN  THE  AFOREMENTIONED  CRITERIA  THE 
REFERENCE  TO  "SEMESTER/YEAR  A"  AND  "SEMESTER/YEAR  B" 
IS  INTENDED  TO  EMPHASIZE  THAT  SEQUENTIAL  REGISTRATION 
AND  INSTRUCTION  ARE  ESSENTIAL  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE 
NEW  PROVISION.

Students  may  also  apply  to  the  Special  Cases  Committee  in  instances 
of  disputed  evaluation.

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C.   ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION 
REGARDING  VARIOUS  SUBJECTS 


1.  Language  Arts 

For  students  who  entered  Grade  10  prior  to  September  1988,  any  two 
of  the  following  courses  may  constitute  the  prerequisite  for  English  30 
or  English  33. 

2141  Communications  21a  (3) 

21 42  Communications  21b  (3) 

2143  Literature  21a  (3) 

2144  Literature  21b  (3) 

A  student  may  earn  credit  in  English  30  and  33  but  not  concurrently 
(i.e.,  not  in  the  same  semester). 

2.  Second  Languages 

It  should  be  noted  that  10-level  courses  in  second  languages  in 
senior  high  school  are  intended  for  students  beginning  the  study  of  a 
second  language.  Students  following  the  1980  six-year  programs  in 
French  and  Ukrainian  should  be  registered  in  10S,  and  students 
following  the  1980  nine-year  French  program  should  be  registered  in 
10N.  Students  not  in  the  1980  six-year  or  nine-year  programs,  but 
showing  proficiency  in  a  second  language,  should  be  considered  for 
20-level  courses  in  order  that  articulation  and  continuity  of  programs 
can  be  maintained. 

Students  who  have  successfully  completed  one  of  the  courses,  French 
20S,  French  20N  or  Langue  et  litterature  20,  may  be  recommended 
for  credit  in  French  30.  In  such  cases,  the  student's  mark  is  to  be 
submitted  for  French  30  only. 

Both  31 -level  and  30-level  courses  in  German  are  recognized  for 
university  admission  requirements.  Generally,  students  who  complete 
31 -level  courses  develop  greater  proficiency  in  the  second  language 
studied.  The  same  applies  to  30S  and  30N  courses  in  French  and 
Ukrainian. 

3.  Social  Studies  and  Social  Sciences 

For  students  who  entered  Grade  10  prior  to  1988-89: 

a.  It  is  intended  that  the  Social  Studies  10-20-30  sequence  will 
serve  the  needs  and  interests  of  most  students.  The  social 
science  options  are  designed  as  supplements  to,  rather  than 
replacements  for,  learning  that  is  offered  in  the  social  studies. 

b.  Students  may  satisfy  high  school  requirements  by  successfully 
completing  Social  Studies  10  and  Social  Studies  20,  or  Social 
Studies  10  and  a  minimum  of  five  credits  in  the  social  sciences. 

c.  Social  Studies  20  is  the  preferred  prerequisite  for  Social  Studies 
30. 
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d*  A  maximum  of  18  credits  in  the  social  sciences  may  be  applied 
toward  a  high  school  diploma  in  addition  to  the  15  credits  that 
could  be  earned  in  Social  Studies  10-20-30. 

e.  Though  none  of  the  social  science  options  has  been  designated 
as  a  10-level  course,  principals  may  allow  Grade  10  students  to 
enrol  in  any  of  the  20-level  social  science  options.  Similarly, 
principals  may  allow  Grade  11  students  to  enrol  in  30-level 
social  science  courses. 

f.  Some  faculties  will  accept  two  of  the  30-level  social  science 
options  for  purposes  of  university  entrance.  Counsellors  are 
encouraged  to  consult  university  calendars  and/or  contact 
pertinent  faculties  before  advising  students  to  include  such 
options  in  their  programs. 

Note:    Law  20  and  Law  30  are  not  social  science  options. 

Students  entering  Grade  10  in  1988-89  may  only  use  Social  Studies 
10-20-30  or  Social  Studies  13-23-33  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  the  General  High  School  Diploma  (see  page  32). 


4.    Music  -  Private  Study 

A  limit  of  15  credits  for  private  music  study  may  be  granted  in  senior 
high  school. 

When  music  credits  are  obtained  by  private  study,  five  credits  are 
granted  for  each  of  Music  10  or  11  (but  not  both),  20  or  21  (but  not 
both),  30  or  31  (but  not  both).  Music  10,  20  and  30  refer  only  to 
singing,  and  Music  11,21  and  31  refer  only  to  instrumental  courses. 

Schools  are  responsible  for  making  recommendations  regarding  the 
awarding  of  credits  for  music  taken  by  private  study.  Credits  for  work 
completed  in  previous  years  may  be  granted  in  advance  of  the  grade 
in  which  the  student  is  enrolled.  Schools  should  only  award  credits  on 
the  basis  of  documents  presented. 

The  chart  on  page  23  is  intended  to  assist  principals  to  make 
recommendations  for  the  awarding  of  credits  for  music  taken  by 
private  study. 

The  school  will  evaluate  the  documents,  using  an  evaluation  form 
supplied  by  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch,  and  send  a 
copy  of  the  completed  evaluation  to  the  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch.  To  obtain  credit,  students  must  pass  each  of  the 
components  listed  in  the  chart  for  that  grade  level.  Marks  submitted 
by  schools  to  Alberta  Education  should  be  calculated  as  follows  at 
each  grade  level: 

Practical  Component  (Grade  Level)  -    70%  of  mark  submitted 

Other  Components  (Theory  and  Harmony)  -    30%  of  mark  submitted 
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5.     Industrial  Education 

a.     A  student  wishing  to  establish  a  prerequisite  to  a  "22"  course 
shall  take  EITHER: 

(i)  two  modules  from  the  appropriate  Industrial  Education  10- 
20-30  course  at  the  five-credit  level,  (or) 

(ii)  a  "12-15"  course  for  five  credits  in  the  appropriate 
vocational  program,  (or) 

(iii)  half  of  each  of  two  "12-15"  courses.  Such  half  courses 
should  be  registered  as  Practical  Arts  15(a)  and/or  Practical 
Arts  15(b). 

Consult  the  Industrial  Education  Handbook  (1983)  and  the 
Program  Policy  Manual  (1987)  for  course  prerequisites  and 
sequences. 


6.    Agriculture    10-20-30 

No  provincial  curriculum  outlines  are  available  for  Agriculture  10,  20 
and  30.  In  practice,  these  courses  may  be  developed  as  extensions 
of  the  junior  high  agriculture  complementary  courses. 

Note:  This  series  of  courses  is  NOT  acceptable  for  meeting  the 
science  requirement  of  either  the  General  or  Advanced  High 
School  Diploma. 


7.    Driver  and  Traffic  Safety  Education  10 

Certificates  for  successful  completion  of  Driver  and  Traffic  Safety 
Education  10  are  distributed  by  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of 
Alberta  Education. 
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D.  SPECIAL  PROJECT  CREDITS 

1.  Purpose 

Special  project  credits  are  designed  to  recognize  work  undertaken  by 
students  on  an  individual  or  small  group  basis  and  should  not  be  used 
as  a  means  of  offering  credits  for  unapproved  courses.  As  such, 
special  project  credits  perform  two  major  functions: 

a.  Students  become  involved  in  the  selection,  planning  and 
organization  of  their  own  programs  in  specific  areas. 

b.  Students  pursue  activities  in  which  they  have  considerable 
interest  or  ability  but  which  are  not  within  the  scope  of  the  regular 
curriculum  or  the  programs  being  offered  in  the  school. 

2.  Requirements 

a.  Each  project  shall  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  a 
teacher. 

b.  Special  project  credits  shall  not  be  awarded  for  student  activities 
that  would  be  considered  a  normal  part  of  extracurricular  or  co- 
curricular  activities  generally  offered  by  a  school  (e.g.,  school 
team  sports,  school  newspaper,  yearbook). 

c.  Special  project  credits  shall  not  be  approved  unless  the  projects 
vary  substantially  from  year  to  year  or  demonstrate  increased 
levels  of  proficiency. 

d.  Students  are  required  to  submit  a  clearly  planned  proposal  to  the 
principal  for  approval. 

The  proposal  should  include: 

(i)     a  description  or  outline  of  the  project 

(ii)    the  number  of  hours  of  work  expected  to  complete  the  project 

(iii)  a  method  by  which  the  project  would  be  carried  out 

(iv)  a  description  of  the  expected  result 

(v)    evaluation  procedures  as  outlined  by  a  teacher 
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(vi)     an  expected  completion  date 
(vii)     name  of  the  supervising  teacher. 

e.  The  principal  shall  retain  a  copy  of  each  special  project  proposal 
until  the  project  is  completed. 

f.  The  opportunity  to  earn  special  project  credits  shall  be  available 
to  all  students  including  those  attending  an  authorized  summer 
school. 

g.  The  content  of  the  special  project  need  not  be  related  to  a 
specific  school  subject. 

h.  If  a  special  project  is  related  to  a  specific  school  subject,  the 
content  of  this  project  shall  be  distinct  from  and  in  addition  to 
regular  course  requirements. 

i.  Projects  shall  be  completed  and  reported  (to  the  principal)  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  semester  or  full  term. 

j.  Where  a  project  takes  a  student  into  the  workplace,  the  work  site 
shall  be  registered  with  the  nearest  Regional  Office  of  Alberta 
Education  as  a  work  experience  placement. 

k.  Special  project  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  Advanced  and 
General  High  School  Diplomas. 


3.    Credits 

a.  Students  who  successfully  complete  projects  are  granted  three 
credits  for  75  hours  of  work  or  five  credits  for  125  hours  of  work  in 
any  one  semester  or  full  term  on  the  approval  of  the  principal. 

b.  The  special  project  credits  granted  to  any  student  should  be 
within  the  normal  40-credit  load  in  any  one  school  year. 


4.    School  Policy 

School  jurisdictions  shall  develop  policies  to  ensure  overall 
consistency  and  standardization  of  procedures  governing  special 
projects  in  their  schools.  Evaluation  and  reporting  procedures  should 
be  included  in  the  policy. 
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E.   WORK  EXPERIENCE  EDUCATION1 


1.  Definition 

Work  experience  education  is  a  cooperative  effort  of  the  community 
and  the  school  to  further  the  students'  personal  development,  career 
planning,  occupational  knowledge  and  skills.  These  programs 
enhance  a  student's  in-school  studies  with  on-the-job  experiential 
learning  activities  in  business,  industry  and  government. 

The  work  experience  education  program  of  studies  is  comprised  of 
two  major  components: 

a.  Work  Study  (integrated  within  a  course):  experiential  learning 
activities  undertaken  by  a  student  as  an  integral  part  of  an 
approved  school  course  which  is  under  the  cooperative 
supervision  of  a  teacher-coordinator  and  the  employer. 

b.  Work  Experience  (separate  course  for  credit):  experiential 
learning  activities  undertaken  by  a  student  as  an  integral  part  of  a 
planned  school  program  which  is  under  the  cooperative 
supervision    of  a  teacher-coordinator  and  the  employer. 

2.  Guidelines 

Work  experience  education  shall  be  made  available  to  all  students. 

a.  Requests  to  the  Minister  to  approve  the  offering  of  work 
experience  credits  under  Section  170  of  The  School  Act  may  be 
made  by  the  school  board  at  any  time  during  the  year  prior  to  the 
program  becoming  operational. 

b.  The  request  shall  include: 

(i)    estimated  number  of  students  involved 

(ii)    plans  for  organizing,   supervising   and   evaluating   the   work 
experience 

(iii)  signature  of  superintendent  or  designate. 

c.  Summer  School 

The  opportunity  to  earn  work  experience  credits  may  be  made 
available  through  an  authorized  summer  school   (see  page  14). 

d.  Work  study  may  be  used  for  non-credit  purposes  as  part  of 
academic-occupational  or  special  education  programs. 


Work  experience  education  guidelines  may  be  revised  in  1988-89. 
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Regulations 

Regulation  1 

No  additional  credits  shall  be  granted  for  work  study  since  the  activity 
is  considered  to  be  an  integral  part  of  an  approved  school  course. 

Regulation  2 

Credits  for  work  experience  shall  be  granted  at  the  senior  high  school 
level  in  modules  of  three  or  five  credits  to  a  maximum  of  fifteen 
credits  for  any  one  student. 

Conditions 

a.  For  registration  purposes,  work  experience  shall  be  designated 
Work  Experience  15  for  three  or  five  credits,  Work  Experience  25 
for  three  or  five  credits  and  Work  Experience  35  for  three  or  five 
credits.   There  is  no  implication  of  prerequisites. 

b.  To  qualify  for  five  credits,  the  work  experience  shall  be  of  at  least 
125  hours  duration.  To  qualify  for  three  credits,  the  work 
experience  shall  be  of  at  least  75  hours  of  duration. 

c.  Work  experience  credits  granted  to  any  student  shall  be  within  the 
normal  40-credit  load  in  any  one  school  year. 

d.  Evaluation  and  reporting  of  work  experience  credits  shall  be  as  for 
other  subjects. 

e.  For  students  registering  in  work  experience,  the  school  shall  have: 

(i)  a  duly  completed  application  form  for  Approval  of  Work 
Experience  Program  indicating  parental  approval 

(ii)  annual  approval  of  the  work  experience  program  from  the 
nearest  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education.  (Application 
forms  for  Approval  of  Work  Experience  Program  are  available 
from  the  Director,  Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education.) 

The  application  form,  signed  by  the  parents,  shall  be  on  file  at  the 
school  before  students  are  placed  in  work  stations.  Protection 
under  the  Workers'  Compensation  Act  is  not  in  effect,  nor  are 
employers  exempt  from  paying  the  minimum  wage,  until  the  work 
experience  application  is  approved. 

Regulation  3 

The  offering  of  work  experience  credits  must  be  carried  out  under  the 
regular  supervision  and  guidance  of  a  teacher.  Cooperating 
employers  shall  provide  ongoing  on-site  supervision. 
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Regulation  4 

The  regulations  set  out  by  the  Employment  Standards  Branch,  Alberta 
Labour,  shall  be  adhered  to  when  work  experience  credits  are  being 
earned.  These  include: 

a.  The  work  hours  shall  be  between  07:00  and  18:00  on  regular 
school  days. 

b.  The  ratio  of  students  to  employees  shall  not  exceed  the  following: 

(i)  One  student  when  the  employer's  work  force  consists  of  up 
to  5  employees. 

(ii)  Two  students  when  the  employer's  work  force  consists  of  6- 
10  employees. 

(iii)  Three  students  when  the  employer's  work  force  consists  of 
11-15  employees. 

(iv)  Four  students  when  the  employer's  work  force  consists  of 
16-20   employees. 

(v)  Five  students  when  the  employer's  work  force  consists  of 
21-25   employees. 

(vi)  When  the  employer's  work  force  exceeds  25  employees,  the 
number  of  students  shall  not  exceed  15%  of  the  employer's 
total  work  force. 

c.  The  minimum  wage  rates  do  not  apply  to  students  in  work 
experience  programs.  (See  Employment  Standards  Act, 
Exemptions  Regulations,  A.R.,  83/81  Section  3  (h)  ii.) 

d.  All  students  who  are  taking  work  experience  education  and  have 
signed  agreements  are  covered  by  Workers'  Compensation 
Insurance.  In  case  of  an  accident,  the  principal  or  the  co- 
ordinator of  the  work  experience  program  should  follow  the 
reporting  procedure  described  in  the  Work  Experience  Education 
Manual,  page  13  under  "Procedures  for  Handling  Workers' 
Compensation  Claims". 
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F.    HIGH  SCHOOL  DIPLOMA 

AND 

ARTICULATION  REQUIREMENTS 


Alberta  Education  issues  two  distinct  high  school  diplomas:  the  General 
High  School  Diploma  and  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma.  The 
diplomas  certify  that  the  holder  has  completed  a  prescribed  program  of 
instruction  at  a  high  school  or  through  correspondence  instruction  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  Alberta  Education.1 

In  response  to  the  policies  outlined  in  the  June  1985  document,  Secondary 
Education  in  Alberta,  the  revised  requirements  for  a  General  High  School 
Diploma  and  an  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  are  being  implemented 
over  the  next  three  school  years,  starting  in  the  1988-89  school  term.  The 
charts  on  pages  32  and  33  present  the  requirements  for  students  entering 
Grade  10  prior  to  and  as  of  the  1988-89  school  year.  (Refer  to  Appendix  B 
for  the  Transitions  in  the  General  High  School  Diploma,  and  Appendix  C  for 
the  Transitions  in  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma.) 

The  following  requirements  apply  to: 


1.     Students  Who   Entered   Grade    10   Prior   to   the    1988-89 
School  Year 

I  a.     The  General  High  School  Diploma  is  awarded  to  a  student 

holding    one    hundred    credits,    subject    to    the    following 
requirements: 

(i)  Language  Arts  -  a  minimum  of  fifteen  credits,  five  of  which 
shall  be  in  English  10  or  13  and  five  in  English  30  or  33. 

(ii)  Social  Studies  and  Social  Sciences  -  a  minimum  of  ten 
credits,  five  of  which  shall  be  earned  in  Social  Studies  10.  A 
maximum  of  eighteen  credits  may  be  earned  in  the  social 
science  options. 

(iii)   Physical  Education  102  -  a  minimum  of  two  credits. 

(iv)  Mathematics  -  a  minimum  of  five  credits  with  a  maximum  of 
(i)  ten  credits  in  Grade  10,  and  (ii)  fifteen  credits  in  Grades  10 
and  1 1  courses. 

(v)    Science  -  a  minimum  of  three  credits. 

1.  The  diplomas  do  not  necessarily  grant  admission  to  post-secondary  educational 
institutions.  Students  should  be  made  aware  that  there  is  a  variety  of  entrance 
requirements  for  post-secondary  institutions  and  that  they  should  plan  their  programs 
accordingly. 

2.  Components  of  the  Physical  Education  10  requirements  may  be  waived  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  principal,  for  good  and  sufficient  medical  or  religious  reasons. 
When  a  Grade  10  student  is  unable  to  meet  the  requirement  for  Physical  Education  10 
for  medical  reasons,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  meet  this  requirement  in  Grades  1 1 
or  12. 
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(vi)  Grade  12  courses  -  five  credits  in  English  30  or  33  plus  a 
minimum  of  ten  credits  in  at  least  two  other  Grade  12  courses 
(in  addition  to  English).  Where  30-level  "A"  or  "B"  courses 
are  available,  each  is  acceptable  for  diploma  purposes  (e.g., 
Industrial  Education  30A  and  30B). 

Credits  earned  in  other  approved  high  school  courses  may  be 
used  to  obtain  the  required  one  hundred  credits. 

The  General  High  School  Diploma  requires  credits  in  English  30 
or  English  33.  However,  some  students  who  are  working  toward 
the  General  High  School  Diploma  may  wish  to  obtain  credits  in 
other  diploma  examination  courses  (e.g.,  Social  Studies  30, 
Mathematics  30,  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30  and 
Langue  et  litterature  30).  To  obtain  credits  in  these  courses, 
students  shall  also  write  the  appropriate  diploma 
examination  regardless  of  which  type  of  diploma  they  wish  to 
receive. 


The  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  is  awarded  to  a  student 
who: 

(i)  satisfies  the  current  course  and  credit  requirements  for  a 
General  High  School  Diploma  as  listed  above,  and 

(ii)  earns  course  credits  in  English  30,  Social  Studies  30, 
Mathematics  30  and  ONE  of  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  or 
Physics  30. 

An  Award  of  Excellence  shall  be  granted  to  a  student  who 
qualifies  for  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  with  no  less  than 
65%  in  any  one  of  the  four  required  diploma  examination  courses, 
and  an  overall  average  of  80%  or  higher  in  those  courses.  This 
Award  of  Excellence  will  be  noted  on  the  student's  Advanced 
High  School  Diploma.

A 
minimum  of  ten  credits  must  be  earned  in  either  a  two-  or  three- 
course  sequence  that  culminates  at  the  Grade  12  level.  In  some 
cases,  two  three-credit  courses  may  be  combined  at  the  20-level 
and  the  30-level  to  meet  the  minimum  ten-credit  requirement.  The 
list  of  course  sequences  will  be  reviewed  and  any  changes  will  be 
phased  in.

4.  As  Personal  Living  Skills  10-20-30  courses  are  not  sequential,  students  may 
integrate  the  20-  and  30-level  courses  into  any  of  the  home  economics  course 
sequences  (e.g.,  Clothing  and  Textiles  10-20  and  Personal  Living  Skills  30  would  be 
eligible  for  Category  C). 
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(ii)  School  boards  wishing  to  have  a  presently  approved  locally 
developed  course  designated  as  a  Category  C  course  must 
resubmit  the  program  of  studies  and  supporting  board  motion 
to  the  Curriculum  Design  Branch  (fine  arts  courses  and 
practical  arts  courses)  or  the  Language  Services  Branch 
(languages  other  than  English)  prior  to  April  30,  1988,  or  April 
30  of  the  year  in  which  the  jurisdiction  plans  to  offer  the 
course  as  a  Category  C  requirement. 

(iii)  Initial  application  for  locally  developed  course  approval  (as 
outlined  in  Appendix  A  of  this  handbook)  must  also  indicate 
whether  the  school  board  plans  to  apply  the  course(s)  toward 
the  Category  C  requirement. 

SPECIAL  CASES 

A  student  whose  program  appears  to  be  unduly  restricted  because 
of  the  application  of  the  Category  C  regulations  may  apply  to  the 
Special  Cases  Committee,  Alberta  Education  (refer  to  page  44  of  this 
handbook). 

4.    Previously  Earned  Credits 

Alberta  Education  will  recognize  all  course  credits  earned  prior  to 
September  1,  1984  for  the  purpose  of  awarding  the  General  High 
School  Diploma. 

Students  who  are  registered  in  Grade  12  may  apply  any  of  the 
previously  completed  diploma  examination  subject  requirements 
toward  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  provided  they  have 
earned  a  final  course  mark  of  50%  or  higher. 


Rules  Governing  Awarding  of  Credits 

a.  To  earn  the  credits  attached  to  all  high  school  courses,  a  student 
shall  achieve  at  least  50%  ("C"  standing)  in  each  course. 

b.  No  credits  shall  be  granted: 

(i)     when  the  maximum  credits  have  been  previously  awarded 

(ii)    in  one  of   English  33  or   English   30   if  registration   and 
classroom  instruction  in  the  subjects  are  concurrent. 
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General  Requirements  for  Admission  to  Post-Secondary 
Educational  Institutions 

Students  from  the  high  schools  of  Alberta  seeking  admission  to  a 
post-secondary  institution  should  check  the  calendar  of  the  institution 
for  admission  requirements. 


7.  Recognition  of  Alberta  Vocational  High  School  Subjects  by 
the  Institutes  of  Technology  and  Community  Colleges 

Advance  placement  may  be  granted  by  an  institution  on  the  basis  of 
proof  of  successful  completion  of  a  high  school  vocational  program 
(business  or  technical)  and/or  obtaining  a  passing  grade  in  an 
institution-administered  entrance  examination. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  arranging  for  individualized  programs, 
students  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  these  articulation  provisions 
must  write  to  the  registrar  of  the  institute  of  technology  or  community 
college  by  April  15,  giving  details  of  the  high  school  program 
completed  and  stating  the  post-secondary  program  they  are 
interested  in.  The  institutions  involved  will  communicate  with  students 
regarding  specific  information. 

8.  Articulation  with  the  Alberta  Apprenticeship  Program 

Some  vocational  high  school  programs  are  similar  in  scope  to  the 
junior  periods  of  some  apprenticeship  programs.  In  particular, 
similarities  prevail  between: 

Building  Construction  and  Carpenter  Apprenticeship 
Electricity  and  Electrician  Apprenticeship 
Pipe  Trades  and  Plumber  Apprenticeship 
Pipe  Trades  and  Steamfitter  Apprenticeship 
Automotives  and  Motor  Mechanic  Apprenticeship 
Auto  Body  and  Auto  Body  Mechanic  Apprenticeship 
Sheet  Metal  and  Sheet  Metal  Mechanic  Apprenticeship 
Machine  Shop  and  Machinist  Apprenticeship 
Electronics  and  Electronic  Technician  Apprenticeship 
Electronics  and  Communication  Electrician  Apprenticeship 
Related  Mechanics  and  Agricultural  Mechanic  Apprenticeship 
Welding  and  Welder  Apprenticeship 
Food  Preparation  and  Cook  Apprenticeship 
Barber  and  Beautician  Certification 
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a.  A  person  who  presents  to  apprenticeship  authorities  of  Alberta 
*  Manpower  100  high  school  credits,  including  at  least  35  credits  in 
one  of  the  aforementioned  high  school  programs  (excepting 
beauty  culture)  and  an  acceptable  application  for  apprenticeship 
in  the  corresponding  apprenticeship  program,  may  be  granted 
apprenticeship  credits  on  the  following  basis: 

(i)  For  building  construction,  electricity,  automotives,  machine 
shop,  electronics,  plumbing  and  steamfitting  -  upon 
recommendation  of  the  employer,  twelve  months  of  time 
credit  (three  months  shortening  of  each  of  four  twelve- 
month periods)  and  first  and  second  period  technical  credit 
upon  passing  the  examinations  for  these  periods. 

(ii)  For  appliance  servicing  -  upon  recommendation  of  the 
employer,  twelve  months  of  time  credit  (four  months 
shortening  of  each  of  three  1600  hour  periods)  and  first 
period  technical  credit  upon  passing  the  examination. 

(iii)  For  electronics  into  the  communication  electrician 
apprenticeship  -  upon  recommendation  of  the  employer, 
credits  arranged  by  evaluation  of  credentials,  as  there  are 
four  "craft"  areas  in  the  apprenticeship  program  beyond  the 
first  period  level. 

(iv)  For  welding  and  food  preparation*  -  upon  recommendation 
of  the  employer,  twelve  months  of  time  credit  (four  months 
shortening  of  each  of  three  twelve-month  periods)  and  first 
period  technical  credit  upon  passing  the  first  period 
examination. 

(v)  For  auto  body  -  upon  recommendation  of  the  employer,  one 
period  of  time  credit  (600  hours  shortening  of  each  of  three 
2100  hour  periods)  and  first  period  technical  credit  upon 
passing  the  first  period  examination. 

(vi)  Sheet  metal  -  upon  recommendation  of  the  employer,  one 
period  of  time  credit  (450  hours  shortening  of  each  of  four 
1800  hour  periods)  and  first  and  second  period  technical 
credit  upon  passing  the  examination  for  these  periods. 

(vii)    For  related  mechanics  -  no  accreditation  arrangements. 

(viii)    For  beautician*  -  new  accreditation  arrangements: 

(a)  All  students  graduating  with  55  credits  must  find  an 
employer  willing  to  indenture  them  as  an  apprentice. 
The  application  for  apprenticeship  will  result  in  a 
students  notice  to  appear  for  the  theory  examination 
and  will  be  informed  they  need  to  serve  two  700- 
hour  periods  of  work  experience  before  attempting  the 
practical  examination.  When  all  requirements  are  met, 
the  student  will  receive  a  Completion  of 
Apprenticeship  Certificate  and  a  Journeyman 
Certificate. 

Maximum  credit  allocations  for  food  preparation  and  beautician  (beauty  culture)  will  be  reviewed 
in    1988-89 
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(b)  High  school  (vocational)  students  with  less  than  55 
credits,  but  having  more  than  700  hours  of  instruction 
from  an  approved  school,  will  be  required  to  find  an 
employer  and  indenture  as  an  apprentice.  Upon 
presentation  of  documented  proof  of  the  above,  the 
student  may  receive  technical  credit  for  the  first 
apprenticeship  period.  On  the  employer's 
recommendation,  the  student  may  attempt  the  first 
period  examination.  Also,  with  an  employer's 
recommendation,  an  apprentice  may  be  granted  work 
experience  credit  for  the  first  period  of  apprenticeship 
up  to  the  maximum  hours  of  time  spent  in  school 
instruction.  Please  note  that  applicants  in  this 
category  may  not  attempt  second  period 
examinations.  Apprentices  must  attend  second  period 
apprenticeship  training  and  complete  1400  hours  of 
work  experience.  Following  this,  apprentices  may 
challenge  the  theory  and  practical  examinations  and,  if 
successful,  will  receive  a  Completion  of 
Apprenticeship  Certificate  and  a  Journeyman 
Certificate. 

(c)  Students  receiving  less  than  700  hours  of  instruction 
from  an  approved  school  must  take  both  periods  of 
apprenticeship  technical  training.  However,  with  an 
employer's  recommendation,  an  apprentice  may  be 
granted  work  experience  for  the  first  period  up  to  the 
maximum  hours  of  time  spent  in  school  instruction. 

A  person  who  presents  fewer  than  35  credits  in  one  of  the 
articulated  vocational  programs  may  expect  to  be  considered  for 
lesser  apprenticeship  credit  on  the  basis  of  individual 
performance  upon  undertaking  apprenticeship. 

Note:  Vocational  high  school  credits  acceptable  for  articulation 
with  apprenticeship  programs  may  be  altered  from  time  to 
time  due  to  changes  in  programming  recommended  by 
provincial  advisory  committees.

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G.   SPECIAL  PROVISIONS  FOR  MATURE  STUDENTS 


A  mature  student1  is  one  who,  as  of  September  1  of  the  current 
school  year,2  meets  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

a.  is  twenty  years  of  age  or  older;  or 

b.  is  nineteen  years  of  age  and,  since  reaching  the  age  of  eighteen, 
has  been  out  of  school  for  eight  consecutive  months;3    or 

c.  is  the  ht'lder  of  a  previously-awarded  High  School  Diploma  or 
equivalent,  from  any  jurisdiction,  acceptable  to  the  Minister. 

In  instances  where  there  is  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  whether  or  not 
mature  student  status  should  be  granted,  or  where  special  or  unusual 
circumstances  appear  to  exist,  cases  may  be  submitted  for 
consideration  to  the  Special  Cases  Committee  of  Alberta  Education 
(see  page  44). 

Mature  students  enrolled  in  credit  courses  must  be  registered  with  the 
Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  of  Alberta  Education. 

A  mature  student  may  earn  senior  high  school  credits  after 
successfully  completing: 

a.  courses  offered  in  a  regular  accredited  school 

b.  courses  offered  under  Section  15  of  the  School  Grants 
Regulations  dealing  with  extension  programs 

c.  courses  offered  by  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

d.  a  diploma  examination  conducted  by  Alberta  Education  with  or 
without  formal  course  instruction  (see  page  17  for  the  list  of 
examination  subjects). 

A  mature  student  is  eligible  to  enrol  in  any  course  at  the  senior  high 
school  level  or  to  write  a  diploma  examination  without  holding  the 
required  prerequisite  courses. 


1 .  Mature  student  status  is  granted  effective  September  1  for  the  subsequent  school  year. 
All  the  necessary  criteria  shall  be  satisfied  prior  to  September  1  in  any  year. 

2.  The  school  year  is  September  1  through  August  31. 

3.  The  eight  consecutive  months  are  required  prior  to  September  1  of  the  current  school 
year;  students  are  deemed  to  be  in  school  if  their  Alberta  High  School  Student  Record 
lists  a  high  school  course  completed  within  the  eight  month  period,  other  than  by 
correspondence,  private  study  or  summer  school. 
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6.  A  mature  student  who  has  achieved,  by  any  of  the  alternatives  noted 
in  JMo.  4,  a  standing  of  50%  or  higher  in  a  senior  high  school  course 
will  automatically  be  awarded  credits  by  Alberta  Education  in  the 
normal  prerequisite(s)  pattern(s)  to  the  course(s)  completed. 

7.  Mature  students  are  eligible  to  receive  a  General  or  an  Advanced  High 
School  Diploma  upon  completing  the  normal  requirements.  They  are 
not,  however,  required  to  complete  Physical  Education  10  or  Career 
and  Life  Management  20. 

Note:  Many  school  boards  offer  comprehensive  programs  for 
mature  students  in  both  credit  and  non-credit  areas. 
Interested  mature  students  should  consult  with  their  school 
board  for  details  of  such  programs. 
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H.   HIGH  SCHOOL  EQUIVALENCY  DIPLOMA 

There  are  two  alternative  ways  to  achieve  a  High  School  Equivalency 
Diploma. 

Alternative  1 

A  person,  18  years  or  older,  who  is  deficient  in  the  credits  needed  for  a 
High  School  Diploma,  who  has  been  out  of  school  for  at  least  ten 
consecutive  months,  and  who  wishes  to  obtain  a  High  School  Equivalency 
Diploma,  may  apply  by  letter  to  the  Director,  Student  Evaluation  and 
Records  Branch,  Alberta  Education.  All  necessary  documents  should  be 
included  with  the  letter  of  application. 

To  gain  a  High  School  Equivalency  Diploma,  a  candidate  shall  obtain  100 
school  credits  as  set  forth  below: 

a.  A  minimum  of  60  credits  gained  through  classroom  instruction  in  a 
school  or  other  institution  accredited  by  Alberta  Education  and 
offering  approved  senior  high  school  courses  as  follows: 

(i)     A  high  school  course  in  mathematics  5  credits 

(ii)    A  high  school  course  in  science  3  credits 

(iii)   English  30  or  33  5  credits 

(iv)  One  other  Grade  12  course  5  credits 

(v)    Additional  high  school  courses  42  credits 

b.  Additional  credits  which,  when  added  to  those  gained  according  to  a. 
above,  total  at  least  100,  as  follows: 

(i)     Additional  high  school  courses. 

(ii)  A  maximum  of  15  credits  for  maturity  according  to  the  following 
scale: 

Age  21-24  (inclusive)  5  credits 

Age  25-29  (inclusive)  10  credits 

Age  30  and  over  15  credits 

(iii)  A  maximum  of  15  credits  for  approved  adult  education  courses 
under  recognized  agencies  (e.g.,  public  colleges,  institutes  of 
technology,  extension  divisions  of  universities,  adult  evening 
classes). 

(iv)  A  maximum  of  five  credits  for  extensive  travel. 

(v)    A  maximum  of  five  credits  for  extensive  reading  or  private  study. 

Alternative  2 

A  person,  18  years  or  older,  who  passes  all  five  tests  in  the  General 
Educational  Development  (G.E.D.)  test  battery  with  a  minimum  standard 
score  of  45%  or  better,  and  meets  the  eligibility  requirements,  will  be 
granted  a  High  School  Equivalency  Diploma.  Further  information 
regarding  the  G.E.D.  program  may  be  obtained  from  the  Student 
Evaluation  and  Records  Branch  or  the  nearest  Regional  Office  of  Alberta 
Education.

a.  Director,  Student  Evaluation  and  Records  Branch, 

b.  four  other  members  of  Alberta  Education. 

3.  Functions  of  the  Committee 

Specific  examples  of  matters  dealt  with  by  the  committee  include  the 
following: 

a.  determining  the  number  of  high  school  credits  to  be  awarded  to 
out-of-province  students  who  have  appealed  the  evaluation  given 
by  the  school  in  Alberta 

b.  ruling  on  whether  or  not  students  who  have  been  expelled  from 
school  should  be  permitted  to  write  diploma  examinations 

c.  ruling  on  the  cases  of  individual  students  whose  programs  appear 
to  be  unduly  restricted  because  of  departmental  regulations 

d.  ruling  on  all  matters  where  no  policy  or  precedent  exists 

e.  determining  "mature  student"  status  in  individual  cases 

f.  granting  of  retroactive  credits  where  applicable 

g.  reviewing  the  high  school  record  of  students  seeking  General  or 
Advanced  High  School  Diploma  standing 

h.  determining  the  variations  in  practice  which  may  be  permitted  in 
the  writing  of  examinations  by  students  seeking  a  General  or  an 
Advanced  High  School  Diploma.

SCHOOL  ACT 

ALBERTA  REGULATION  224/75,  AMENDED  A.R.  58/83 

REGULATIONS  DELEGATING  POWERS 

TO  SCHOOL  BOARDS 

1.  In  this  regulation    "Act"  means  The  School  Act 

2.  A  board  may  prescribe  instructional  materials  in  addition  to,  or  in 
substitution  for,  those  instructional  materials  prescribed  for  use  under 
Section  11(2)(a)(ii)  of  the  Act 

3.  Where  a  board  prescribes  instructional  materials  under  section  2,  it 
shall  do  so  by  resolution  of  the  board. 

4.  A  copy  of  a  resolution  made  under  section  2  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Minister. 

Note  1:  Learning  resources  used  in  a  school  system  shall  be  either  those 
approved  by  Alberta  Education  or  by  the  school  board  resolution. 

The  teacher  is  responsible  for  any  materials  used  in  the  classroom  if 
they  have  not  been  prescribed  or  approved  by  the  Minister,  the  school 
board  or  other  appropriate  authority. 

Note  2:  Board  resolutions  authorizing  use  of  learning  resources  other  than  those 
approved  by  Alberta  Education,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director, 
Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education. 

Note  3:  Authorized  (prescribed)  basic  and  recommended  learning  resources  are 
available  from  the  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre. 

B.  DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION  POLICY  STATEMENT  RELATIVE 
TO  CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT  AND  SECTION  11  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  ACT 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  communication,  courses  of  study  will  be  identified 
by  grade  level  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  and  by  course 
number  for  the  senior  high  school.  This  method  of  identification  does 
not  suggest  the  grade  method  of  organization  has  any  particular 
advantage.  In  fact,  school  districts  and  schools  are  encouraged  to 
develop  methods  of  organization  which  best  meet  the  needs  of  their 
students  in  terms  of  continuous  development  within  the  constraints  of 
available  human,  physical  and  financial  resources.  At  the  senior  high 
school  level,  any  departure  from  the  course  and  variable  credit 
organization  must  involve  some  type  of  credit  equivalents  in  order  that 
the  provincial  high  school  diploma  might  be  awarded  on  some  equitable 
basis. 

2.  With  respect  to  Section  1 1  (2)(b)  of  The  School  Act,  it  is  expected  that 
requests  from  school  boards  to  the  Minister  will  involve  only  those 
situations  where  the  proposed  course  of  study  or  pupil  program  is 
substantially  or  completely  different  from  courses  prescribed  by  the 
Minister.  Requests  to  the  Minister  must  comply  with  the  procedure  for 
locally  developed  courses  approved  by  the  Minister,  as  of  September 
1988.  The  policy,  guidelines  and  pteeedures  are  outlined  on  page  64  of 
this  handbook  for  junior  high  school  courses,  and  page  66  for  senior 
high  school  courses.

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A.  LOCALLY  AUTHORIZED  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
COMPLEMENTARY  COURSES:  POLICY,  GUIDELINES  AND 
PROCEDURES   (Effective  February  1988) 

Locally  developed  complementary  junior  high  courses  authorized  by  school 
boards  provide  instructional  opportunities  that  complement  provincially 
authorized  programs.  This  policy  enables  school  jurisdictions  to  be 
innovative  and  responsive  to  local  and  individual  needs  through  the 
development  and  authorization  of  courses  at  the  local  level. 

POLICY 

Alberta  Education  supports  school  board  authorization  of  locally  developed 
junior  high  complementary  courses  designed  to  foster  educational 
improvement  and  excellence  at  the  local  level. 

GUIDELINES 

School  board  authorization  of  local  junior  high  complementary  courses  is 
subject  to  the  following  guidelines: 

1.  Courses  and  materials  (or  learning  resources)  shall  be  consistent  with 
the  Goals  of  Schooling  and  with  current  Alberta  Education  policies, 
including  the  goals  of  the  junior  high  programs  outlined  in  Secondary 
Education  in  Alberta,  June  1985. 

2.  Courses  will  provide  opportunities  for: 

a.  educational  innovation  and  experimentation 

b.  fostering  special  talents  and  abilities  of  students 

c.  responding  to  special  needs  of  students  at  the  local  level. 

3.  Courses  should  have  an  instructional  focus  and  will  not  replace  activities 
that  are  a  normal  part  of: 

a.  extracurricular  or  co-curricular  programs  offered  by  a  school;  e.g., 
school  team  sports,  school  newspaper,  yearbook. 

b.  community  programs  offered  by  individuals  or  organizations;  e.g., 
figure  skating,  ballet,  sports  activities,  clubs. 

4.  Courses  may  extend  content  introduced  in  other  courses,  or  may 
introduce  content  that  is  of  a  special  interest  nature.  Overlap  with 
provincially  authorized  core  and  complementary  courses  shall  be 
minimized. 
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5.  Each  student  will  be  enrolled  in  at  least  three  complementary  courses  to 
be  scheduled  for  at  least  225  hours  of  instructional  time.  Of  these  three 
courses,  at  least  two  will  be  provincially  authorized  and  will  be 
scheduled  for  at  least  150  hours.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions, 
students  may  enrol  in  one  or  more  locally  authorized  courses.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  religious  studies  is  deemed  to  be  provincially 
authorized. 

6.  Responsibility  for  obtaining  copyright  clearance  and  permission  to  use 
courses  developed  by  other  school  jurisdictions  rests  with  the  school 
jurisdiction  wishing  to  use  the  materials. 

PROCEDURES 

1.  Approval  of  a  locally  authorized  course  shall  be  by  board  motion  for  a 
maximum  duration  of  three  years. 

2.  A  written  description  of  each  locally  authorized  course  will  be  kept  on  file 
at  the  school  jurisdiction.  The  file  will  contain  the  following  information: 

a.  the  name  of  the  school  offering  the  course,  title  of  the  course, 
grade(s),  implementation  date 

b.  a  rationale  that  outlines  the  purpose  of  the  course  and  identifies  the 
specific  needs  of  the  students  and/or  the  local  community  that  will 
be  met 

c.  an  outline  of  course  objectives  and  expected  learner  outcomes  that 
support  the  rationale 

d.  a  description  of  the  required  and  elective  aspects  of  the  course 

e.  a  description  of  how  students  will  be  evaluated 

f.  a  list  of  resources 

g.  a  copy  of  the  board's  motion  that  authorizes  the  course 

h.  an  outline  of  procedures  and  guidelines  that  will  be  used  by  the 
jurisdiction  to  evaluate  the  course  (prior  to  re-approval) 

i.      the  results  of  the  course  evaluation. 

3.  Alberta  Education  will  monitor  locally  authorized  courses. 

4.  Locally  authorized  courses  will  be  listed  by  title,  with  enrolments  noted 
for  each,  in  the  annual  Secondary  School  Program  Plan. 
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B.  LOCALLY  DEVELOPED  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSES: 
POLICY,  GUIDELINES  AND  PROCEDURES  (Effective  September 
1988) 

POLICY 

Alberta  Education  supports  locally  developed  courses  designed  to  develop 
further  and  cultivate  the  unique  talents,  interests,  needs  and  abilities  of 
students  and  to  foster  educational  improvement  and  excellence  through 
innovation  and  experimentation  at  the  local  level. 

GUIDELINES 

1.  All  locally  developed  courses  and  learning  resources  shall  be  consistent 
with  the  Goals  of  Basic  Education,  the  Goals  of  Secondary  Education  as 
identified  in  the  government's  policy  statement,  Secondary  Education  in 
Alberta  (1985),  and  the  statement  on  Developing  Desirable  Personal 
Characteristics. 

2.  All  locally  developed  courses  and  learning  resources  shall  be  consistent 
with  provincial  policies  and  guidelines  as  outlined  in  the  Program  Policy 
Manual  (1987)  issued  by  Alberta  Education. 

3.  School  boards  offering  locally  developed  courses  shall  develop,  keep 
current  and  implement  written  policy,  guidelines  and  procedures  for 
development  and  monitoring  of  such  courses  at  the  local  level.  Local 
policy,  guidelines  and  procedures  shall  be  consistent  with  the  intent  of 
the  province's  policy,  guidelines  and  procedures.  A  record  of  local 
policy  and  monitoring  results  shall  also  be  maintained  by  the  school 
jurisdiction  and  shall  be  available  to  Alberta  Education  for  review  upon 
request. 

4.  All  locally  developed  courses  shall  be  designated  as  15,  25  and  35 
courses. 

5.  All  locally  developed  courses  shall  differ  significantly  in  content  from 
provincial  programs. 

6.  Locally  developed  courses  may  constitute  a  component  of  a  student's 
complementary  program.  Category  C  requirements  for  the  Advanced 
High  School  Diploma  may  be  fulfilled  by  locally  developed  courses  in 
languages  other  than  English,  fine  arts  or  practical  or  technical  program 
areas.  In  these  instances,  the  initial  application  made  to  Alberta 
Education  should  state  that  the  submission  for  locally  developed  status 
includes  a  request  to  apply  the  course(s)  toward  the  Category  C 
requirement  (see  pages  34  to  36  for  additional  information).  Locally 
developed  courses  may  satisfy  the  requirement  for  the  two  Grade  12 
courses  other  than  English  or  social  studies  specified  for  the  General 
High  School  Diploma. 
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7.  School  jurisdictions  wishing  to  use  locally  developed  courses  previously 
approved  for  another  school  jurisdiction  must  obtain  permission  from  the 
originator  to  use  the  course  outline  prior  to  requesting  approval  from 
Alberta  Education.  Responsibility  for  obtaining  course  outlines,  learning 
resources  and  other  related  materials,  for  clearance  of  copyright  where 
applicable,  and  for  permission  to  use  courses  developed  and  approved 
for  use  in  other  school  jurisdictions,  rests  with  the  school  jurisdiction  that 
is  requesting  approval. 

8.  If  a  locally  developed  course  is  consistent  with  departmental  policies, 
guidelines  and  procedures,  approval  shall  be  granted  by  Alberta 
Education.  Approval  shall  be  for  an  initial  term  of  five  years  subject  to 
the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  a  locally  developed  course  or  program  is  inactive  for  two 
consecutive  years  (i.e.,  no  students  are  enrolled),  approval  will 
automatically  lapse. 

b.  If  a  locally  developed  course  or  program  is  significantly  modified, 
the  revised  course  or  program  shall  be  resubmitted  to  Alberta 
Education  for  approval. 

9.  All  school  jurisdictions  wishing  to  continue  offering  an  approved  locally 
developed  course  shall  revalidate  their  locally  developed  courses  or 
programs  every  five  years  through  referral  to  the  Director  of  Curriculum 
Design  or  the  Director  of  Language  Services. 

10.  Requests  for  approval  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Curriculum 
Design  or  the  Director  of  Language  Services  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  outlined  below.  The  Deputy  Minister  shall  be  responsible  for 
recommending  final  approval  on  behalf  of  the  Minister. 

PROCEDURES 

Section  11(2)(b)  of  The  School  Act  stipulates  that  instruction  of  a  locally 
developed  course  shall  not  commence  without  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Minister.  Schools  may  not  offer  any  locally  developed  course  unless  their 
school  system  has  been  granted  authority  by  the  Minister  of  Education  to 
offer  that  course. 

1.  All  requests  for  approval  of  locally  developed  course(s)  shall  include  a 
motion  of  the  board  or  designated  authority  indicating  that  the  course(s) 
shall  be  submitted  to  Alberta  Education  for  approval. 

2.  All  requests  for  approval  of  a  course  shall  include: 

a.  name  of  school  jurisdiction  and  school(s)  where  the  course  is  to  be 
offered 

b.  title  of  the  proposed  course 
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'c.  grade(s) 

d.  credit  allocations 

e.  proposed  implementation  date 

f.  rationale  for  the  course 

g.  objectives  of  the  course 
h.  specific  outline  of  content 
i.  prospective  enrolment 

j.  special  facilities  or  equipment  necessary 

k.     identification  of  controversial  or  sensitive  course  components  and 
treatment  at  the  school  level 

I.      a  list  of  learning  resources  approved  for  use  by  the  local  school 
board  or  governing  school  authority 

m.    description  of  the  degree  to  which  the  course  complements,  but 
avoids  overlap  with,  provincially  developed  courses 

n.     outline  for  assessing  student  achievement 

o.     plan  for  course  evaluation  and  monitoring  by  the  school  jurisdiction 

p.     documentation,   as   required,   granting   permission   to   use   other 
jurisdictions'  courses 

q.     request,  if  appropriate,  for  Category  C  status  (see  3.d.(iii)  page  36). 

All  requests  for  approval  (initial  and  revalidations)  shall  be  forwarded  to 
Alberta  Education  by  March  31  for  implementation  in  the  first  semester 
of  the  following  school  year,  or  by  October  31  for  implementation  in  the 
second  semester  of  the  same  school  year. 

The  Director  of  Curriculum  Design  or  the  Director  of  Language  Services 
will  be  involved  in  the  initial  approval  of  courses  submitted.  The  Deputy 
Minister  will  be  responsible  for  recommending  final  approval  on  behalf  of 
the  Minister.  The  appropriate  program  coordinating  committee  will  be 
consulted  and  requested  to  provide  feedback  to  the  Director  of 
Curriculum  Design,  or  the  Director  of  Language  Services,  and  thereafter 
to  the  Deputy  Minister. 


Note  1:  For  further  information  regarding  the  procedures  for  approval,  or 
appeal,  for  locally  developed  courses,  please  contact  the  Director 
of  Curriculum  Design.  For  locally  developed  courses  in  second 
languages,  please  contact  the  Director  of  Language  Services.  The 
religious  studies  course  policy  is  available  from  the  Director, 
Curriculum  Design. 

Note  2:  Please  see  page  3  of  this  handbook  for  information  pertaining  to 
approval  of  academic-occupational  locally  developed  courses.
